In one instance, says a writer to 
the Toronto Globe, where a family was several genera- 
tions of this soil, but had forebears of some three of 
four different European origins, the ‘census-taker sct- 
tled the matter for the perplexed household by ex- 
claiming: “Ob, well, you’re English. Your name is Eng- 
lish anyway.” And “English” that family went down 
in the book, though, as a matter of fact, the only thing 
that was English about it was its name and one of its 
sreat-great-grandfathers. In . our day, and generation 
we have been rather lax about this matter, tccmingly 
being “quite content to know we are Canadians, and got 
worrying about official recognition cither at home or 
abroad. Various attempts to have the name “Canadian” 
officially used on government records have been quietly 
pigeon-holed at Ottawa, and no more row has been made 
about it. But this new generation is not so tame and 
timid about its nationality. By all indications, it is go- 
ing to insist on official recogniton of its rightful name, 
once it has a chance at a say in the laws of the land.
